This was the end of John Joseph Mc- 
Namara’s two-hour talk with the Post- | 
Dispatch correspondent. As the jailer 
| came along at locking-up time and said, 
with almost affectionate cordiality. 
“Well, Joe, I’m ready if you are,” the 
accused labor leader put out his big. 
short fingered, muscular hand, gave his 
caller a firm, streng grip eud delayed 
the turnkey long enough to re-state ip 
epitome the philosophy of life over which 
he had traveled back and forth and 
criss-crossed all the afternoon. 
Restricted by his attorneys to dis- 
cussion of subjects otitside of the mur- 
der trial, naturally on his guard and 
feeling that only the prosecution’s side 
of the case has been exploited in most 
of the volumes written about him and 
his arrest, McNamara was by no me&ns 
an easy subject to interview or toa 
analyze. At first it seemed as though 
information had to be extracted from 
him, and that it came reluctantly if not 
painfully, but after some of the long 
pauses it was apparent that the prisoner 
was simply weighing carefully every 
question and answer before saying a 
word. 
“IT haven’t any family history,” was 
McNamara’s good-natured response to

the first request for details of his life|' 


from babyhood. That was a jest, but 
back of it was a reluctance to discuss 
family affairs. A broad emile spread 
cver McNamara’s face, then he looked 
straight at the wall of the jail corri- 
dor and said nothing. 

We came back to the subject when we 
felt better acquainted and he told about 
his four brothers and two sisters, speak- 
ing loyally of all of them, but avoiding 
entirely the incident of his father’s im- 
prisonment. 

“‘Nearly every family has a skeleton,”’ 
he said, “but I havén’t any patience 
with people who cannot get along among 
themselves, My brothers and sisters have 
never had a cross word. Are they 
standing by me? Well, where do you 
suppose they would stand? | 

“TI went to the Cincinnati public 
schools and part way through the high 
school,”” McNamara continued. ‘In 1902 
JT had to quit school. Being the eldest, 
naturally the burden fell upon me to 
support the family as much as I could. 
From °9 to ‘99 J} rustied about Cincin- 
nati, doing anything I could get toe do. 
Three years of that time I was work- 
ing as a mechanic for the street rail- 
way in the power house. My first struc- 
tural) iron work I did in Cincinnati in 
1398.’’ 

“Did you serve a union apprentice- 
ship?” 

“Well, I worked 10 hours for $1.8 a 
day; that was some apprenticeship, 
wasn't it?” the big iron worker replied. 
“The average is now #4 to $8 a day, and 
it wasn’t the increased cost of living or 
the magnanimity of the employers that 
raised the rate, elither’’~this last aside, 
but with animatian. 

“Our international organization was 
net formed until 1896,"" McNamara ex- 
plained. ‘Our locals were few and far 
between, and as late as 1902 there were 
only 3% central bodies. I entered the 
union in Cleveland in 1899-—-my first op- 
portunity.” 

These were scraps of information gath- 
ered between bita of conversation that 
ranged over much of the world’s events. 
McNamara showg he has been reading 
the papers closely. The eutcome of the 
Mexican revolution and the recent elec- 
tion of Madero were touched. McNam- 
ara criticised the Mexican revolutionary 
leader for alleged acceptance of funds 
from American trust magnates, The cor- 
respondent suggested. justifying Ma- 
dero’s utilizing any instrument that 
might have been placed in his hand. 

“Perhaps,” responded McNamara. 
“‘All's fair in leve and wear," you 
know.’

One could not help making a mental!

Union Electric Co. Gauges Rate 
by ‘‘Active” and “‘Inactive”’ 
Rooms. 





Chairman Hornsby of the Public 
Service Commission announced Friday 
that the Public Service Commission 
will not accept as satisfactory the new 
‘11 and 6 cent” rate of the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co. for resi- 
dence lighting, with a $l-a-month mini- 


enforcement of the ordinance passed 
by the Assembly, establishing a maxi- 
mum of rate of 9% cents a kilowatt 
hour, with a minimum of 50 cents a 


month. 

The commission’s objections will not 
\keep the company’s new rate from go- 
ing into effect. The company has an- 
nounced that all bills prepared from 


eter readings in residences after Oct. 
20 will be figured at the new rate. If 
anyone desires, his bills will be figured 
at the old rate, but the company de- 
clares that the new rate will be lower 
for everyone, and does not expect any- 
one to exercise his option: of clinging 
to the old price 

Laclede Company to Accept. 

The Laclede Gas Light Co., the only 

active competitor of the Union Electric 


|Co., filed its electric lighting rate sche- 


dule wtih the Public Service Commis- 
sion Friday, and stated in a letter that 


maximum and would give it a fair test, 
but would later resist if it should be 
found that a fair profit- could not be 
made at that rate. The rate schedule 
shows a minimum charge, in some 
cases, larger than the ordinance per- 
mits. The ordinance is now being con- 
tested by the Union Electric Co. The 
Laclede company’s electric business is 
in the downtown district. 

The new Union Electric residence rate 
is a maximum of lil cents a kilowatt 
hour instead of 12, as at present, with 5 
per cent discount tor prompt payment. 
The li-cent rate apples up to a certain 
point, then it drops to 6 cents. To gov- 
ern the application of this schedule the 
cOmpany has coined a new household 
term, ‘‘active room.”’ 

“Active rooms’’ are parlors, dining 
rooms, kitchens and reception halis. 
The first three bedrooms in a house 
are not “active rooms,’ but all above 
that number are so considered. Attics, 
basements, small halls, pantries and 
bathrooms are in the inactive class. 

New Schedule. 
The new schedule, as announced by 
the company, is as follows: 
For the first four kilowatt hours con- 
sumed for each of the first four active 
rooms, 11 cents per kilowatt hour. 

For the first two and one-half kilowatt 
ours for each active room exceeding four 
active rooms, 11 cents per kilowatt hour. 
Excess consumption over this, 6 cents 
per kilowatt hour. Discount for prompt 
payment of bills, 6 per cent on first $25, 
and 1 per cent On excess. Rates to take 
effect on the first meter reading after 
~ 20. 

Herman Spoehrer, secretary and 
_treasurer of the company, says the 
monthly bills of consumers under. the 
réew rate will be one-fourth te one-third 
less than under the old rate. As 
is the season when light bills ordinarily 
increase, the saving may not be so evi- 
dent as it would be at- another season,

Beardslee took the September electric 
light bill of a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
amounting to $4.56, and figured out that, 
under the new rate, the bill would have 
been Only $2.8, a saving of $1.71, and 
a net rate of a trifle more than 7 cents 
a kilowatt. 

Chairman Hornsby of the Public Ser- 
vice Commission said that, in the ab- 
sence of Commission Allison, the tech- 
nical member of the body, he would-not 
undertake to figure out a comparison of 
the Commission’s rate and the com- 
pany’s new rate in specific cases. 


“If the company has reached a lower 
average than 9% cents,” he said, “it has 
done so by charging small consumers 
excessively in order to serve big cus- 
tomers at a lower rate. The company’s 
new schedule will not be approved, and 
fight for the enforcement of the ordin- 
ance will be continued. What the Com- 
mission wants is a reasonable rate for 
the small consumer.’’

Citizen Meeting Takes the Re- 
port of the Majority—Minor- 
itv Supported Gerhart. 








The eastern approach of the free 
bridge planned by President Reber of 
the Board of Public Improvements was 
indorsed by the Citizens Municipal : 
Bridge Committee at the Planters Hotel | 
Thursday. The committee based its re- 
port on the findings of a special sub- | 
committee created to investigate the. 
fcharge. that the Board 6f Public Im- 
provements had been influenced by the 


approach of the bridge to make it Inac- 
cessable to independent railroads. 

The subcommittee called to its ald a 
commission of engineers comprised of 
Dr.. Calvin M. Woodward, M. lL. Hol- 
man, Col. Eugene J. Spencer, Baxter L. 
Brown and Oliver W. Childs. This com- 
mittee inspected the plans of the Reber 
approach and also investigated the ap- 
proach sugge sted by Frank H. Gerhart, 
chairman of the Free Bridge Committee 
of the Real Estate Exchange. 

Gerhart's Plan Condemned. 

The committee of engineers condemned 
the Gerhart approach as impracticable 
and too.expensive for serious consider- 
ation. The committee summarized its 
Objections to the Gerhart approach as 
follows: 

“It makes the whole approach some 
five miles long, although two miles is all 
that is ‘necessary. 

“It has no legal! standing. elther in the 
City of East St. Louis or in St. Clair 
County, and it is highly improbable that 
a legal standing in the City of East St. 
Louis could ever be secured, and if se- 
cured it seems highly probable that un- 
der the act of Congress already quoted 
the City of St. Louis would have no 
right to condemn or purchase land for 
such an unnecessarily extended right of

“It would involve indefinite delay and 
the loss of several years of interest on 
the bonds already issued, as well as the 
use of the bridge. 

“It would raise the cost, if pushed to 
the last“terminus, to at least $2,500,000 
more than the &4mount of the bonds to 
be voted for on the seventh day of next 
month, and vastly more than an ap- 
proach which is strictly ‘necessary’ 
ought to cost. 

“If built it would most unreasonably 
fail to accommodate existing roads. 

“In short, the Gerhart scheme is 
throughout so absurd and unreasonable 
that no body of engineers can give it 
any serious consideration.’’ 

Reber Project Indorsed. 

The engineers gave their unqualified 
indorsement to the Reber approach. Its 
advantages were summarized as fol- 
lows: : 

“It is as short, less than two miles, as 
the height. of the bridge above the 
American Bottoms will allow. 

“It has a legal standing which cannot 
be questioned, provided the East St. 
Louis ordinance referred to above be ac- 
cepted by the city of St. Louis. 

“There need be no delay in its con- 
Struction if the people of the city vote 
to issue the bonds on Nov. 7. The city 
of St. Louis has already bought all the 
land it needs for both railway and high- 
way tracks. The right of way extends

“There seems to be no valid reason 
for assuming that the approaches as 
planned by the Board of Public Im- 
provements cannot be built for the

“When built it will hotouuneéate all , 
existing and future roads which may 
desire to use it.”’ 

The special committee held hearings 
and invited President Reber and Ger- 
hart to appear before it in the interest 
of the approaches each championed. 
President Reber complied with the re- 
quest of the committee, but Gerhart de- 
clined to give it any information, hold- 
ing that the committee was not an of- 
ficial body and had no authority to 
make the investigation. Gerhart was at 
the meeting at which the committee was 
appointed, and offered his co- -operation, 
but later déclared that he was convinced 
it was a whitewashing body. 

Majority Report Accepted. 

Herman W. Fay and Gus V. R. Mech- 
in filed a minority report in favor of 
the Gerhart approach. But the major- 
ity report, which was read by Colin M. 
Selph, chairman of the special commit- 
tee, was adopted. The report urged the 
completion of the bridge in accordance 
with the Reber plans, and adv ocated the 
passage of the bond tssue of $2,500,000 to

not expected to find. The city gives 
to me the idea of the activity of the 
times and on the wholé I have had 
a very favorable impression.” 

But M. Abella is by no means in- 
clined to flattery and in his sincerity 
his comments are equally flavored by 
praise and criticism. The broad ex- 
panse of things in this city and coun- 
try was one thing that caught his 
eye. Even the American newspaper 
gave him he said “the impression of 
grandeur and largeness.” “The 
French newspaper, you know,” he 


isaid, “is only\a little thing.” 


Possibly with the thought of Paris 
uppermost in his mind one of his first 
critical remarks about St. Louis was 
with regard to it’s lack of main grand 
boulevards. ‘“‘This city is so wonderfully 
situated on a great river and spreading 
out like an immense fan should have at 
Teast one or two grand avenues or boule- 
vards radiating out from a center,’’ M. 
Abella said. “‘Many places or squares, 
like the Place de la Concorde in Paris, 
should be developed all over the city. 
{n these should be fountains or statues 
Or monuments. The shape of this city 
is much more fortunate than New York, 
which is so long and narrow. The ex- 
panse here gives great possibilities for 
artistic development. 

“You call St. Louis the gateway to 
the Southwest; well it should be, in its 
art as well as in its commerce. The 
zeographical location should be shown 
in the Union Station to some extent. It 
should be more open, giving more idea 
of a big outlet to the Southwest. Now, 
when you come in it is like crawling in 
under a tunnel. I think the tacade of 
the station is made up of too many 
small details. 


Union Station Like 
a Medieval Castle. 

” T looks more like a medieval! 
castle on a hill than a rallroad 
‘station. It should be a big mas- 

sive monumental building on account of 

the idea of the gateway to the South- 
west. To a person coming into the 
city a very disagreeable impression is 
created when leaving the station. All 
that territory in front of the station 
should be opened into a beautiful park 


extending for many blocks west.

M. Abella then took up in turn a 
number of places and buildings that 
he had had tinie to gather an idea of 
in the few days that he has been here.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—As foretold 
by the Post-Dispatch, the Electrical 
Trust has surrendered to the Govern- 


ment and is voluntarily submitting to 
dissolution. The decisive step wae taken 
yesterday at Toledo, when the United 
States Circuit Court, in a sweeping de- 
cree handed down by Justice John M. 
Killis; not only ordered the dissolution 
of the trust, but also in the judgment of 
Attorney-Genera] Wickersham, provided 
the Government with precedents of gen- 
unine value in its prosecutions of com- 
mercial combinations forbidden by the 
Sherman law. 

Meeting the Government’s charge that 
the trust controlled the electric lamp 
business of the country, regulating by 
agreement the prices at which all lamps 
were sold, the decree severs all rela- 
tionship between the General Electric’ 
Co. and the National Electric Lamp Co. 

The latter concern and all its 33 sub- 
sidiaries are ordered dissolved. |

‘The Columbian-Sterling Magazine 
Publishing Co. has 25,000 stockholders 
throughout the United States,’’ said Jay 
Palmerton, in charge of the accounting 
of the St. Louis office. “There is this 
much to be said‘&bout it: The average 
investment was about $100. It was at 
least not like the schemes in which the 
last dollar of the investor was taken. 
We have not yet received notice, offic- 
lally, of the appointment of a recelver, 
over to him.

St. Louisans Not Satisfied. 
Many of the St. Louis stockholders 
are dissatisfied with the big magazine 
merger, and have been trying to recover 
the money they inveated. 

Early in September the dissatisfied 
stockholders received a circular letter 
from Cleveland, O. This letter repre- 
sented that a committee of three stock- 
bolders had been appointed by the Cleve- 
land investors to ascertain the exact 
Status of the small stockholders, learn 
the amount of stock sold, to determine 
the amount of assets, amount of out- 
standing credits, amount of money the 
company owes, the exact earing capacity 
and profits, and what dividend the com- 
pany ought to pay. 

The stockholders were asked to con- 
tribute a dollar to aid the investigation. 
The letter contained the names of “Dr. 
F. CC.’ Coombs, 435 Arcade Building, 
Cleveland, .as chairman, anii M. M. 
Clague and M. M. Manning. 

St. Louis stockholders who received 
this letter suspected that it was a 
move on the part of the company to 
whitewash affairs and satisfy dissatis- 
flea’ investors.

Hughes Pardoned One of New 
York Band for Aiding Prose- 
cution in Forgery Case. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Oct) 13—A gang of 
swindlers, whose headquarters are in 
this city, has been victimizing merchants 
all over the country. At the head of this 
band stands Samuel Koller, an ex-con- 
vict, whose picture is in the rogues’ 
gallery at police headquarters and whose 
record is known from one end of. the 
country to the other as well as abroad 

Associated with Koller is Charles 
Augustus Seaton, who was conected 
with $4,000,000 Norfolk & Western stock 
certificate forgeries, for which Justice 
Goff sentenced him to serve eight years 
in State prison. For telling all about 
the plot and for the services he had 
rendered the prosecution, Gov. Hughes, 
it has just been learned, granted Seaton 
a pardon after he had served two years. 

The United States District Attorney’s 
office, the Postoffice Inspector’s De- 
partment and the local police force have 
been appealed to by many of the vic- 
tims of the gang. These authorities are 
now engaged in looking into the com- 
plaints. Whether criminal prosecutions 
can be had now cannot be stated. The 
swindlers, from experience, no doubt, 
have been sailing very close to the 
penal law and it is said must have ob- 
tained the advice of eminent counsel to 
have escaped arrest to date. 

Firm’s Rating High. 

The Broadway Bargain Co. must in 
no way be connected with the Broad- 
way Bargain House of 677 Broadway, 
one of the most reputable houses in the 
country, and which has had its offices 
on Broadway for the last 20 years. The 
ratings of the Broadway Bargain House 
are of the very highest. No doubt Kol- 
ler knew of this when he took for his 
swindling concern the name of the 
Broadway Bargain Co. 

The plan which the gang worked was 
as follows: The Broadway Bargain 
Co., “Samuel Koller, Proprietor,” would 
send out letters to merchants all over 
the country asking for samples of their 
goods, also for quotations as to their 
sales. The concerns thus addressed 
would recall in most instances that the 
“Broadway Bargain House’’ had a very 
high commercial rating. Believing that 
it was that high-classed and solid con- 
cern that was asking for samples or for 
quotations they would be quickly for- 
warded. 

Rented Small Cellar. 

Koller would receive these quotations 
and samples and then send out orders 
for goods. He would order the goods 
delivered at the office of the Broadway 
Bargain Co. or at the warehouse of the 


such an address, but the Koller and 
Seaton concerns only had rented a small 
cellar at that address in South William 
street. 

Everything was bought on time, 30, 
60 and 90 days, as much time as could 
possibly be had. When it came time for 
payments Koller was not to be found, 
neither was his partner, Seaton. The 
same thing can be said concerning the 
American Smelting and Developing Co. 

Seaton, while at Plymouth, O., in 1897, 
, Shot his father to death in a barn., His 
| explanation that the shooting was acci- 
dental was accepted. By his father’s 
death Seaton inherited $40,000, which he 
promptly wasted. In Cleveland, in 1899, 
Seaton was accused by a doctor of hav- 
ing pocketed his share of $1200 extracted 
from L. C. Hanna, brother of Mark 
| Hanna, in exchange for torn letters 
written by Senator Hanna's daughter,

Disguised as Farmer. 

In Ellenville, N. Y., in June, 1900, 
Seaton was arrested for stealing jewel- 
ry. He returned the gems and the case 
was dismissed. He was arrested there- 
after three times in this city, and in- 
dicted once, but evaded prison. 

In January, 1906, Seaton was captured 
in Turkeytown, Md., while disguised as 
a farmhand, on the charge of engineer- 
ing a $4,000,000 Hocking & Western stock 
forgery. For this he was sentenced to 
eight years in State prison. The fact 
that Gov. Hughes granted him a pardon 


two years later was kept a secret at 
the time.
